A new mail speed recora between 
England and Hongkong via Siberia 
was established this morning, when 
the P, and O, liner 8.8. Ranpura ar- 
rived in- Hongkong with 118. bags 
of English mail, 17 days after de- 
spatch from London. 

The provious fastest time — for 
this dolivery was made on April 
1 of this year, when the Empress 
of Canada brought in a Siberian 
mail in 18 days, The new record 
is two to three days better than 
the average time tuken for this 
route, 

A Post Office offioinl this morn- 
ing knew of no special effort and 
attributed the remarkable service 
established by the arrival of the 
Ranpura to the’ fact that tho mail 
eaught ali connexions en route. 

This new speed record makes 
the Siberian mails at least a dozen 
days faster than the Suez route, 
and is only a few days behind the 
air mail inaugurated recently.

The writer has long advocated 
the use of the One over Onc, and 
under the McKenney system of con- 
tract bldding ft fs employed as

Clubs—x 


You would open with one din- 
mond, your four-card suit. We 
will asgume that the opponents 
always pass, Your, ‘partner bids 
one heart. He Is asking you to re 
bid and shows at least one and 
one-half tricks. You can, respond 
with two spades—a jump shift 
forcitiy bid now, demanding that 
partner keep the bidding open un- 
‘til game is arrived at. You have 
told partner that your hand holds 
four diamonds and five spades. If 
he re-bids his hearts he imme- 
diately advises you that he cannot 
support your five-card sult, and 
that he holdg at least fiye hearts 
himself, therefore you can bid 
for game in hearts, even though 
you hold only three. 


The above type of hand is 
rather simple to bid., The one that 
will cause the beginner the most 
confusion ja thee type where we 
will say you open with one heart.

Mr. P. P. J. Wodehouse, C.LE., 
Deny Inspector General of 
Police, appeared for the prosecu- 
tion, and Mr. Horace Lo for the 
defence. : 

Called by his solicitor to thea 
| witness-box, P. C. Chung Pet-yu 
atated that on the day in question 
tho was on duty forward, taking up 
a position outside the Sergeant's 
enbin, when the latter came out 
and ordered him to go further for- 
ward. He pointed out ot the Ser 
geant that jt was raining, but re- 
ecived a repetition of the order 
and obeyed. , 

“Ho went back to his cabin, und 
I raturned to my original position,” 
witnoss said. . 

Later, when the Sergeant again 
saw him back in his old place, he 
snatched witness's rifle away from 
him and struck him on the anklo 
with: the barrel (showing the 
marks of a bruise). He next 


pushed witness down to the deck}. 


below. and witness blew his police 
whistle. ° 

Mr. Lo here informed ‘the Court 
that he did not propose to carry 
the examination further, as what 
the witness would state thereafter 
accorded with the evidence of the 
Sergeant, regarding his arrest and 
detention. '

ing witness: Why had not vou 
said anything at all about having 
received the blow from the rifle

Very little is heard about the 
experiments in the use of pofson 
gas and chemical warfare, which 
annually cost Great Britain almost 
as much 48 docs the Lengue of 
Nations; and, of course, this sort 
of research work is not being car- 
ricd on in one country alone. 
There are signs that even some of 
the people with interests“in arma- 
ments firms are becoming uncnsy 
at the prostitution of science for 
purposes of destruction. At tho 
annual meeting of a well-known 
Shefficld firm, recently, mention 
was made of a new armour-pier- 
cing shell.” A shareholder dared 
to lift his voice in protest. “People 
fre not always going to kill ench 
other,” he sald. “I do hope you 
will turn more attention to the 
making of useful things, such on 
rails, steel, doors and steel orna- 
ments.” The post-war attempt to 
eliminate brute force from the ar- 
bitrament of international dis- 
putes is‘based not‘so much upon 
fear ns upon considerationa of 
moral standards and common- 
sense.” Yet it~is certain that all 
these new inventions, if ever they 
should be uscd'on a large scale, 
would make any Great War of the 
future a nightmare not only to the 
armed forces but also to the civil 
populations. Certain eminent au- 
thorities have ¢laimed that the 
best way to abolish war is to make 
the weapons available so horrible 
that no nation will dare to pre- 
cipitnte hostilities. These argu- 
ments were used before 1914, but 
nevertheless the Great War came. 

The truth seems to be that the 
more terrible weapons are placed 
at the disposal of the Powers con- 
cerned, the greater is the fear, 
the suspicion and the tension crea- 
ted In their mutual relations. A 
nation may easily be tempted to 
fight in the hope of etting in a 
deadly blow first and thus snatch- 
ing the victory. 4Vhile the League 
of Nations ig struggling to sub- 
stitute penceful methods for the 
settlement of disputes and to get 
a sound scheme for the all-round 
reduction of armaments generally 
accepted, the old . traditions die 
hard, In the race which is going 
on between the forces making for 
pence and those making for war, 
the latter have a long start, Ceon- 
turies of adverse influence cannot

PERFECTING THE ART 
OF KILLING. 


Whilst the Wortd Disarmament 
Conference at Geneva-is still in 
session, an alarming note has been 
struck by the almiost simultancous 
publiciition of details concerning 
a number of ingenious warlike in- 
ventions. Pride of place must be 
given to the new German super- 
bullet. Its inventor, Herr Ger- 
lick, claims that it will pierce a 
half-inch armour plate at a dis- 
tance of sixty yards. A winged 
dovice increnses the normal muz- 
zle velocity. One report declares 
that the bulict, fired from a rifle, 
will “mutilate horribly,” while the 
Invention is said to bo adaptable 
to anti-aircraft guns and othor 
artillery. The British War Office 
has boon oxperimenting with a 
light welght machine gun, of the 
Vickera-Borthior type. It is: pos- 
sible that, in the future, overy 
soldicr will be equipped with some 
such quick-firing weapon in place 
of arifie, There is also a Danish 
invention, the Mnadsor machino 
rifle, which is now under consi- 
deration, An automatic rifle - is 
alroady in use’ in the United 
States army.

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British Currency Policy 


A stampede hack to the pound 
sterling would be just as embar- 
rassing to the Bank of England 
and tho British Government as tho 
stampede away from it last autumn. 
Hence there is probably a good deal 
of truth in the New York report 
that the pound would have risen 
at least. ten gold cents on Wednes- 
day but for the depressing activi- 
ties of British agents, Speculative 
upturns do not afford the solid 
basis that the Bank of England 
obviously requires before deciding 
the rate at which to stabilise the 
currency. If foreign money goes 
to Britain solely for the sake of an 
exchange profit, it can leave the 
country, as we found in August 
and September, for the, same 
reason. And it is apt to go as it 
comes—on wings. Therefore, the 
Bank of England {is apparently 
trying to offset the effect of the 
speculative purchases of sterling. 
It is buying foreign currencies and 
already, according to some authori- 
ties, the Bank has accumulated tidy 
balances in foreign markots as the 
result of theso transactions. The 
development is a case of history re- 
peating itaclf. France adopted a 
similar policy prior to the post-war 
stabilisation of the franc, or, in 
other words, the return to tho gold 
standard. Much of her financial 
power may bo traced to the volume 
of forcign.money poured into tho 
country in the speculative hope 
that on the advent of stabilisation 
it would be found to have increas- 
edin valuo. It didn’t. Franco re- 
tained tho foroign offerings in bank 
balances abyond, . stabiliscd. tho 
‘franc at fifth of its pre-war parity 
with’ gold, -and enjoyed the losses 
sustained by tho speculators. Tho 
Fronch ‘banks did not move the 
money home after - stabilisation,

With tho unpleasant intention 
of sccking the truth, of delving 
beneath the surface, the writer 
recently explored a district with- 
in a fow hundred square yards of 
Pedder Street, in the westward 
direction, and his experiences 
were nausenting in the extreme. 
Strolling along Queen's Road, he 
decided to probe behind the scenes 
of so-called “Massage” cestablish- 
ments shortly after midnight. | 


In the majority of cases, 
illuminated signs at the foot of a 
darkened staircase indicated the 
whereabouts of these places, but 
after entering one, guides or 
touts’ appeared and offered 
conduct the adventurer to other 
dens where “very nice massage 
girls” might be engaged! 


MODUS OPERANDI. 


One interesting discovery was 
made, which may be mentioned 
before attempting to describe the 
gen&ral modty operandi practised 
inside these dens, and that was that 
Lin severahinatances, warning of 
the arrival of a visitor was given, 
usnally by a bell, from a concealed 
point where watchers were evident- 
ly stationed. The mere act of 
passing through. the mysterious 
portal was sufficient to set the warn- 
ing aystem going, which in itself 
suffiecd to cast doubt on the 
bona. fides of the establishment 
within. On ascending the gloomy, 
evil smelling staircases, scuffling 
feet und muffled volees were heard 
above, and by the time the investi- 
gntor entered the actua} premises, 
two or three girls eame forward and 
solicited patronage of the establish- 
ment, Cubicles were the rule, and 
most were merely formed by a run- 
ning partition, divided nt about 
every six or seven feet, the entrance 
being curlained. The open space 
between the partition and the ccil- 
ing seemed to have been forgotten 
by the hidden inmates, for whis- 
pering voices were invariably aud- 
ible.

“Very good massage” was 
urged, but the girla who appealed 
for business were in themselves 
hardly cnleuJated to impress their 
abilily in that direction, Bare- 
legged, thin and in some cases look- 
ing postively wan and ill, Others 
hiding their tragic mien by the 
means of face paint crudely and 
.pathetically applied. Some™ houses 
made little seerct of their trade, 
and brazenly made sickening sug- 
gestions, almost pleading for their 
revolting calling.

VICTORY OF PAPER 


(By Professor Gustav Cassel.) 

The recent rapld appreciation of 
the more important paper curren- 
cles appears to have caused con- 
siderable surprise’ everywhere. 
Yet what haa happened could have 
been foreseen. After England and 
other countries abandoned the gold 
standard last autumn the currencies 
of these countries were grossly un- 
der-valued. Distrust of all paper 
currency, Which fs only the other 
side of the gold superstition, led 
people to dispose af the new paper 
currencies at prices which stood 
in no relation to their internal pur- 
chasing power. But there is no 
sound basis for'any auch under- 
valuation, and it may, therefore, 
cease any day, 

Even the sllghtest improvement 
in external conditions may produce 
a radical change in the vafuation 
of currencies. Once the convie- 
tion has taken root that there is 
to be a permanent substantial rise 
in the International valuation of 
Paper currencies, speculators are 
quick to take advantage of the 
position, and experience has shown 
that In such tases rates of ex- 
change may be forecd up very 
rapidly. ‘ 

When England abandoned the 
gold atundard she had considerable 
short-term debts abroad, which ex- 
ercised great presaure on her cur- 
rency, On the other hand, she 
also had long-term claims in for- 
cign countrics for Incomparably 
larger amounts, and, assuming ra- 
tional management, it could only 
be a question of time for the sign~ 
ficance of this fact to manifest 
itself in a practical form. ‘The 
demand for sterling had to come, 
and the international value of 
sterling, even after some fluctua- 
tion, will rise.to a level corrspon- 
ding to its purchasing power 
parity, Even the probability of 
such a rise has been exploited for 
purposes of speculation, which has 
somewhat forestalled events. That, 
obviously, is the development 
which we ure now witnessing, The 
world has regained confidence in 
the pound and js buyjng sterling 
in anticipation of an imminent 
rise. It is only natural that such 
a movement should be followed by 
a rise in other undervalued paper 
currencics, 


The Paper Currencies. 


It is necessary, at present, to 
form an approximately precise 
idea of the real value of the var- 
jous paper ‘currencies. — For this 
purpose, the internal purchasing 
power of the .paper currencies 
must be compared with that of the 
scold currencies; in other words, 
we have to calculate the purchas- 
ing power parity of the various 
CHPPenciek, In making this cal- 
culation it will be well to take as 
the starting point the threo years 
from 1926 to 1928 following upon 
Iengland'’s reversion to the gold 
standard, a period that was net 
alfected by the present crisis, A 
comparison of the average whole- 
sale price level in each country 
within this period with the corres- 
ponding price level in January, 
1922, will show, firatly, that the in- 
turnal purchasing powey of gold 
currencies, a8 well as of paper cur- 
rencices, had substantially risen. 
In the case of the English pound, 
for instance, purchasing power, &c- 
cording to the official index fixures, 
rose from 100 to 186. 

That is a fact that deserves the 
closest attention, To-day it is 
widely held that the paper curren- 
cies have experienced a substantial 
fall in purchasing power—that the 
pound is worth not more than 16s. 
as far as internal purchasing pow- 
er is concerned. In reality, how- 
ever, that is not so, The purchas- 
ing power of the paper currencies 
has also, risen, though that of the 
gold currencies hag risen still 
more. In the tase of the dollar, 
according to Fisher's Index, the, in- 
erense of internal’ purchasing 
power has been from 100 to 151. 


The Swedish Krone. 


What, then, is, the value of the 
paper currencies on the basis of 
their internal purchasing power as 
compared with the internal pur- 
chasing power of tho dolinr? 
almple calculation will show that, 
‘for instance, the Swedish krone 
ought to have been quoted in Janu- 
ary, 1982, at Kr. 4.17 to the dollar, 
whereas the actual average dollar 
rate for that month was Kr. 6.22, 
Thus, in American currency, the 
valuc of the krone ought to have 
Been 25 cents, whereas the above- 
mentioned avernge rate is only 
equivalont to 19.16 cents per krone. 
In the cuse of English currency 
the position is approximately the 
sume. On the basis of its pur- 
chasing power parity the pound 
ought to have been worth 4.36 
dollars. 

Naturally, these purchasing 
power parities cannot be expected 
to’ ropresent exact comparative 
valuca, which. cannot really exist 
at a time of nbnormal movements 
of capital and still more abnormal 
restrictions in {nternationnl com-

10 per cent., which 
would immedintely restore the old 
purchasing power parity between 
the dollar and the Kuropean paper 
currencies. . 

Such 2 .development {s not with- 
outdanger. Above all, restoration 
of the old gold parity of the paper 
currencies might lead to a return 
to the gold standard. ‘That would 
bo a hasty step, and certainly un- 
fortunate. ‘So long as the atabili- 
ty of gold cannot, be relled upon, 
and so long as there {8 no assur- 
ance that the world’s kold reserves 
will in-future be exploited more 
rationally thai hitherto, a return 
to-the gold standard would be 
worse than a step in the dark; it 
would be a retrogression to an un- 
worthy dependence on incalculable 
economic influences and political 
factors. 

As a matter of fact, the paper 
currency countries have ‘already 
won a great victory by proving all 
over the world the possibility of 
deliberately controlling the pur- 
chasing power of paper. curroncy. 
Thoy’must not surrendor this ad- 
vantage, but, on-the contrary, must 
exploit it in favour of tho only 
monetary polley that is in the In- 
tercsta of tho world as 2 whole— 
that is to say, a monetary policy 
which ensures tho groatest moa- 
sure of stability to tho goneral: 
commodity prico level. - ote

CHAMBER'S CHAIRMAN ” 
‘ON THE FUTURE” 


COLONY FORTUNATE 


The annual meeting of the Hong- 
kong Chamber of Commerce ycs- 
terday ‘was no ble for a review 
of trade conditions by the Chair- 
man, the Hon. Mr. W. H. Bell, who 
dealt, inter slin, with the silver 
question, stabilisation und the 
future outlook. . : 

The Secretary having read 
notice convening the mocting, 
Chairman said: 

Gentlemen, tho report ond = ac- 
counts of the Chamber. have been 
in your hands for somo days, and I 
rise to move their adoption. 

Boforo touching upon some of 
the Important questions which have 
been considered by your Committce 
during the past year, Iam sure you 
would wish me to express, on your 
bohalf, the regret which we feel at 
the losaes the Hongkong, business 
community has sustained by death 
since our last annual mecting. 

Sir Newton Stabb had not resid- 
ed In the Colony for some yenrt, 
but he was well-known to moat of 
us, and through the London Office 
of the Hongkong ‘and Shanghal 
Bank continucd in close touch with 
the Colony, whose interests he 
always had at heart. He was for 
years a valued member of your 
General Committee. His death {a 
n great loss to the Bank and to 
his many fricnda. 

We have also to deplore the 
untimely deaths of Mr W. A. 
Hannibal, Mr. S.A. Arthur and Mr. 
M. Manuk, the last-named a victim 
of the — present epidemic — of 
meningitis. Mr. Hannibal helped us 
greatly in matters connected swith 
export trade; Mr. Arthur also serve 
td us. well, on the Export Com- 
mittee, and Mr. Manuk’a spectal 
knowledge of trade between Ats- 
tralia and Hongkong was willingly 
placed at our disposal, 


World ‘Trade Depression. 


A year ago. world-wide trade de- 
pression was the topic of most 
speeches from the chair at annual 
mectings of Chambers of Com- 
merce and Banks, and, 18 you know, 
the downward movement has con- 
tinued without interruption, 
culminating ina state of financial 
depression and chaos which is 
nimost unprecedented, The piling 
up in one or two creditor countries 
of vast hoards of gold, by refusal 
to necept payment in goods, has 
grively disorganised international 
trade. One of the results has been 
that Great Britain has been forced 
off the Gold Standard, and this has 
been followed by many other coun: 
tries going off the Gold Standard 
voluntarily. Conditions are still 
tou obscure for me to feel wjusti- 
‘fied in risking any prophecy 4s 
regards the future. 

It is obvious, however,’ that the 
burden of debts arising out of the 
EBuropenn) War has become * in- 
tolerable and must be adjusted 
apeedily if revolution ‘and’ conse- 
quent ruin is to be avoided. It has 
atill to be seen how long it will be 
before stern necessity compels the 
nations to face their dificultics ina 
spirit of co-operation. 


‘The Silver Question. 


We in Hongkong are too far re- 
moved from the great centres of 
government to bo able to wield 
much, if any, influence towards the 
settlement of these urgent interna- 
tional problems, thouxh your Com- 
mittee supported the British Cham- 
ber of Commerce in Shanghai in 
requesting the China” Association 
to make representations to the 
British Government {n favour of’ 
international action on. the whole 
question: of silver, particularly 98 
affecting China - trade and the 
country’s ability to  mect its 


.| obligations. 


You will sce from the annual 
report that we have also given con- 
sideration to the recommendations 
of the Hongkong Currency Com- 
mission. Supporters of stabiliza- 
tion of the Hongkong currency In 
relation to gold hnd the ground 
cut from under their feet when 


|Greut Britain left the standard to 


which they desired to attach our 
currency. ‘You will no doubt have 
read the Committce’s viows on this 
subject, and J will not take up your 
time by going into these somewhat 
technical matters in any detail. 
Our main conclusion, with which I 
fee] sure the whole morcantile 
community will be In_ agreement, 
vas to support tho Commission's 
view that Hongkong is economically 
part of China and must remain on 
a silvor standard go long os Chinn 
does; that while stabilization would 
facilitate the conduct” of: certain 
classes of business within tho 
Colony, it would’ gravely projudico 
the large import and export trade 
of South China, conducted or 
financed through Hongkong, which 
is the ahcet-anchor of tho Colony’s 
prosperity, and would  thorefore 
affect Injurlously many other 
branches of business, .

Last July your Committee cir 
culurised members requesting 
their cooperation — in, making 
prompt and accurate declarations of 
imports and exports to the Statis- 
tien] Department of the Ilongkong 
Government in order that records 
of local: trade might be made 
reasonably ‘accurate, Thik step 
was taken in consequence ofa Te- 
port by the Superintendent of Im- 
ports und Exports that, since the 
re-establishment of — the Depart- 
ment, a monthly average of 4,000 
reminders and querics was neces~ 
sitated by incorrect returns, or 
failure to make any returns at all. 
The year 1981 is the first since 
1924 ju reapect of which complete 
fiyrures are available, and, from 
now onwards, records will be cor- 
respondingly more yaluable. -

Shipping’ Requirements. 


Work of considerable importance 
to Shipping in the Far Bast has 
been accomplished =n 
‘with the Simla Conference. - The 
problem was the modification of 
Bourd of, Trade Rules to suit local 
requirements. As stated in the 
Chairman's’ speech last year, the 
Chamber .of Commerce has had the 
invaluable assistance of & Technical 
Committee which examined in 
xreat detail two voluminous books 
of rules, and proposed a number of 
amendments. Early in, 1931 the 
Committee sat in almost daily con- 
ference for five hours a day with 
tivo representatives of the Govern- 
ment Marine Surveyors (Mr. 
Lambert and Mr. Swan), of whose 
helpful collaboration acknowledg- 
ment is certainly due. 

‘Ag a result of this preliminary 
work, and of further conferences 
held in Singapore, the Official and 
Unofficial members of tho Hong- 
kong delegation to the Simln Con- 
ference went there a8 0 unite! 
body. Further, they had a close 
understanding with tho Straits 
Sottlements and F. M. 8. delegates, 
ns well as with the representatives 
of the Netherlands East Indica. 
The advantage of this was that the 
Far Eastern point of view was 
more tffcctively presented, - 
though we did not got all we 
wanted, we helped to seo that the 
Rules sot a fair and reasonable 
standard for the deck passenger or 
pilgrim trades with which the Con- 
foronce was specially concerned. 
You will permit mo to repeat the 
thanks already expressed in our 
Report to tho Chamber of _Com- 
morce delegates, Mr. F. W. James 
and Mr. A. Macindoc, and I om 
sure thoy will wish me to acknow- 
ledge the skill with which tho 
Honourable tho Harbour Master led 
the Hongkong delegation.

The Language School. 


_ The number of students on the 
roll of tho Langungs School- during 
1931 was 31, which is fairly satis- 
factory, although a smaller = num- 
ber than in the previous year. 
“new text-book, written by the Rev. 
IL R. Wells, was adopted ‘about 

‘year ago, and is found to facilitate 
more rapid nequirement , of the 
language. This is important, be- 
cause transfers to other ports make 
it difficult for students to “stay the 
course’ if it is a long one, In 
fact, our chief difficulty is the with- 
drawal of students, for: various 
reasons, before they have obtained 
n certificate of proficiency. The 
Rev. H. R. Wells, Director of tho 
School, will return in tho Autumn, 
and I'am sure that under his - 
charge a high standard of inatruc- 
tion will continue to bo maintained. 

It hna been suggested that 4 


Mandari Section should bo formed -} - 


in connexion wit) the School, and 
that instruction in Mandarin 
should form the basis for Can- 
tonese or other dialects, The great 
majority of tho students attending’ 
the School are required by their 
firms for. work in Hongkong, 
Kwangtung or Kwangasl, in which 
districts Cantonese is the only 
dialect which ia universally used 
by the Chinese busineas community. 
The Committee takes the view that 
the period of tuition would be too 
long if students had first to qualify 
in Mandarin before taking up the 
atudy of Cantonese. I am afraid 
we should lose the support which 
has been built up‘ with great diffl- 
culty. Further, it js almost —im- 
possible to obtain qualified teachers 
in Mandarin and students would 
have no opportunity for daily prac- 
tice in the use of the dialect, «In 
response to ‘a circular to members,. 
only one firm favoured the forma- 
tion of a’ Mandarin class, and no 
further steps were taken in the 
matter. .

during -the previous year, and 
secretarial expenses are corrcs- 
pondingly heavier. As was antlci- 
pated by the Chairman at the 
‘annual meeting last year, the gen- 
eral reserve has had to be drawn 
upon to meet this additional ex- 
penditure, Unless tho dollar ap- 
precintes to something like its 
former value, it is possible that this 
reserve—now standing at $78,000 
—will have to be further drawn 
upon. : : 

There are a number of sub- 
stantial firms in the Colony who 
are not members of the Chamber. 
We should welcome their support as 
an ald towards balancing the bud- 
get, and more particularly, for the 
reason that a Chamber of ‘Com- 
merce, to be truly representative, 
should include .all the principal 
firms in its area. 

I have now much pleasure in 
proposing that the report and ac- 
counts as presented’ be adopted, 
and when this proposal has been 
seconded 1 will endeavour to 
answer any queations to the best 
of my ability. 


Seconder’s Speech. 

Mr. G. Miskin said: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen,— 
Before seconding the adoption of 
the report and necounts, I should 
like to associate myself with the 
Chairman's expression of regret at 
the loss which the community has 
sustained, by the deaths of Sir 
Newton Stabb, Mr. Hannibal, Mr. 
Arthur and Mr. Manuk. 

In-reviewing the past commer- 
cial year, the Chairman has just 
referred to the Colony’s comparn- 
tive immunity from the “economic 
blizzard” which still blows in other 
parts of the world. He attributes 
this comparative immunity to 
Hongkong's geographical and 
political situation. Thero is, I 
think, a.third factor, which has 
played possibly an even more im- 
portant part in our protection. 
Owing to the silver backing to our 
currency, and the fact that silver 
has fluctuated more or less to the 
same extent as other commodities 
in terms of gold, we have ex- 
perienced a comparatively even 
level of commodity values and have 
consequently largely escaped the 
disastrous fall in prices which has 
dislceated trade in gold standard 
countries. : 

The great amount of business 
which the General Committee of 
the. Chaniber transacts in the 
course of a year is made apparent 
by a perusal of the annual report. 
Tam sure members of the Chamber 
thoroughly appreciate all the time 
and thought which the Committee 
devote to the general interest. I 
remember that the last time I was 
invited to second the adoption of 
the report and accounts was in 
1920, and in verifying this fact I 
was impressed by the improved 
form in which the report is pre- 
sented to us nowadays as compared 
with that of twelve years ago.

The, writer has. long advocated 
the use of the One over One, and 
under the McKenney aystem of con- 
tract bidding It is employed as 
follows :' ;

You woulg open with ono dia- 
mond, your four-card suit. We 
will assume that the opponents 
always pass, Your partner 
one heart, He's asking you to re- 
bid and shows at least one and 
one-half tricks. You can respond 
with two spades—a jump shift 
forcing bid now, demanding that 
partner keep the bidding open un- 
til game Is arrived at. You have 
told partner that your hand holds 
four diamonds and five spades. if 
he re-bids his hearts he ‘imme- 
djntely advises you that he cannot 
nur sort your five-card suit, and 
that he holds at least five hearts 
himeelf, therefore you can bid 
for game in hearts, even though 
you hold only three. 


The above typo of hand is 
rather simple to bid. The one that 
will cause the beginner the Tost 
confusion in the type where we 
will any you open with one heart, 
Partner bida one spade, miking 
a forcing One over One bid.

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PERFECTING THE ART 
OF KILLING. 


Whilst the. World Disarmament 
Conference at Geneva is still in 
session, an alarming note has been 
struck by the almost simultaneous 
publication of details concerning 
tt number of ingenious warlike in- 
ventions. Pride of place must be 
given to the new German super- 
bullet. Its inventor, Herr Ger- 
lick, claims that it will pierce a 
half-inch armour plate at a dis- 
tance of sixty yards. A winged 
device increases the normal muz- 
zle velocity. One report declares 
that the bullet, fired from a rifle, 
will “mutilate horribly,” while the 
invention Is said to be adaptable 
to anti-aircraft guns and other 
artillery. The British War Office 
hys beon experimenting with a 
light weight machine-gun, of the 
Vickers-Berthier type. It is pos- 
sible thut, in the . future, _ every 
soldter will be equipped with some 
such quick-firing weapon in placo 
of a rifle. . There is also a Danish 
inyention, the Madser machine 
rifle, which is now under consi- 
derntion. An nutomatic rifle is 
already in use: in the United 
States army.

THE HONGKONG  TELEGRAPE. 


Very Httle fs heard about. the 
experiments in the use of poison 
gas and chemical warfare, which 
annually cost Groat Britain almost 
as much os docs the League of 
Nations; and, of course, this sort 
of research work is not being car- 
ried on in one- country alone. 
Thero are signa that even.some of 
the people with Interests {n arma- 
ments firms are becoming unensy 
at the prostitution of science for 
purposes of destruction.. At the 
annual meeting of ‘a well-known 
SheMeld firm, recently, mention 
was made of a new armour-pler- 
cing shell. A shareholder’ dared 
to lift hls voice in protest. “People 
are not always going to kill ench 
other,” he said. “I do hope you 
will turn more attention to the, 
making of useful things, such as 
rails, steel doors and steel orna- 
ments.” The post-war attempt to 
eliminate brute force from the ar- 
bitrament of international dis- 
putes in based not so much upon 
fear as upon considerations 
moral ‘standards and -common- 
sense. Yet it ia certain that all 
these new inventions, if ever they 
should ‘be used on a large scale, 
would make any Great War of the 
future a nightmare not only to the 
armed forc*s but also to the civil 
populations. Certain eminent au- 
thorities have claimed that the 
best way to abolish war is to make 
the weapons available so horrible 
that no nation will dare to pre- 
clpitate hostillties. These argu- 
ments were used before 1914, but 
nevertheless the Great War came. 

The truth seems to be that the 
more terrible weapons are placed 
at the disposal of the Powers con- 
cerned, the greater ix the fear, 
the suspicion and the tension crea- 
ted in their mutual relations. A 
nation may easily be tempted to 
fight in the hope of getting In a 
dendly blow first and thus snatch- 
ing the victory. AVhile the Lengue 
of Nations -is atruggling to sub- 
stitute peaceful methoda for the 
settlement of disputes and to get 
n_sound scheme for the all-round 
reduction of armaments generally 
accepted, the-old traditions dic 
hard. In the race which is going 
on.between the forces making for 
peace “aid those making for war; 
the latter havea long.start, Cen- 
-turies of adverse influence cannot 
be eliminated in the short space of 
twelve yenrs. Public opinion, 
exerted on the right side, can make 
the struggle Jess uneven, and en- 
able nations to perfect the art of 
peace as they have perfected the 
art.of war, 


Brilish Curreney Policy 
‘ 


A stampede back to the pound 
sterling would be just as embar- 
} rassing to the Bank of England 
and the British Government as the 
stampede awny from it Inst autumn. 
Hence there {a probably a good deal 
of truth in the New York report 
that the pound would have risen 
at lenst ten gold cents on Wednes- 
day but for the dep: assing activi- 
ties of British agents. Speculative 
upturns do -not afford the solid 
basis that the Bank of England 
obviously requires before deciding 
the rate at which to stabilise the 
currency. If foreign money gocs 
to Britain solely for the sake of an 
exchange profit, it can leave the 
country, a3 we found in August 
and September, for the samo 
reason. And it is apt to go as it 
comes—on wings. Therefore, the 
Bank of England is apparently 
trying to offset the effect of the 
speculative purchases of -sterling. 
It is buying forcign currencies and 
already, according to some authori- 
ties, the Bank has accumulated tidy 
balances in forcign markets as the 
result of these transactions, Tho 
development is a case of history re- 
penting itself. France adopted a 
similar policy prior to the post-war 
stabilisation of the franc, or, in 
other words, the return to the gold 
standard. Much of her financial. 
power may be traced to the volume 
of foreign moncy poured into tho 


‘country in the speculative hopo 


that on the advent of stabilisation 
it would be found ‘to have incress- 
edin valuc. It didn't. France re- 
tained the foroign offerings in bank 
balances abroad, stabilised the 
france at fifth of its pre-war parity 
with gold, and enjoyed tho losses 
sustained by tho speculators.: The 
Fronch banks did not move the 
monoy home after stabilisation. 
They lot {t draw intorest until last 
year, when repatriation started, 
helping in part’to cause those fin- 
ancial stresaus which ono financial 
centre aftor another  tnderwent, 
streases from which thoy soem to 
bo rapidly recovering. But | part

VICTORY. OF PAPER 


(By Professor Gustav Casscl.) 

_ The recent rapid appreciation of 
the more important paper. curren- 
cies appears to have caused ‘con- 
alderable surprise overywhere. 
Yet what has happened could have 
been foreseen. After England and 
other countries abandoned the gold 
standard last autumn the currencies 
of these countrics were grossly un- 
der-valued. Distrust of nl! paper 
currency, which is.only the other 
alde of the gold superstition, led 
people to dispose of the new paper 


‘currencies at prices which stood 


in no relation to their internal pur- 
chasing power. But there fa no 
sound basis for any auch under- 
valuntion, and it may, therefore, 
cense any day. 

Even the slightest imprdvement 
in external conditions may produce 
a radical change in the valuation 
of currencies. Once the convic- 
tion has taken root that there is 
to be a permanent substantial rise 
in the international valuation of 
paper currencies, speculators are 
quick to take adyuntage of the 
poaltion, and experience has shown 
that in such cases rates of ex- 
change may be forced up very 
rapidly. . 

When England abandoned the 
gold standard she had considerable 
short-term debts nbrond, which ex- 
ereised great pressure on her cur- 
rency. On the .other hand, she 
nlto had Jong-term claims fn for- 
cign countries for -incomparably 
larger amounts, and, assuming ra- 
tional management, it could only 
be a question of time for the sign-- 
ficance of this fact to manifest 
itself in a practical form. The 
demand for sterling had te come, 
and the international value of 
sterling, even after some fluctua- 
tion, will rise to a Jevel corrspon- 
ding to. its purchasing power 
parity. Even the probability of 
such a rise has been exploited for 
purposes of speculation, which has 
somewhat forestalled ovents. That, 
obviously, is the development 


. {which we are now witnessing. The 


world has regained confidence in 
the puund and is buying sterling 
in anticipation of an_ imminent 
rise, It is only natural that such 
au movement should be followed by 
arise in other undervalued paper 
currencies. : ; 


The Paper Currencies. 


It is necessary, ut present, to 
form oan approximately precise 
idea of the real value of the var- 
juus paper currencies, For this 
purpose, the internal purchasing 
power of the paper currencies 
must be compared with that of the 
gold currencies; in other words, 
we have to calculate the purchas- 
ing power parity of the various 
currencies. In making this cal- 
culation it will be well to take as 
the starting point the three years 
from 1926 to 1928 following upon 
Enginnd’s reversion to the gold 
standard, a period that was not 
affected by the present crisis, A 
comparison of the average whole- 
sale price level in each colintry 
within this period with the corres- 
price’ level in Junuary, 
1922, will show, firstly, that the in- 
ternal purchasing power of gold 
currencies, 18 well as of paper cur- 
rencies, had substantially risen. 
In the case of the English pound, 
for instance, purchaging power, ac- 
cording to the official index figures, 
rose from-100 to 135. 

That is a fact that deserves the 
closest attention, To-day it is 
widely held that the paper curren- 
cies have experienced a substantial 
fall in purchasing’ power—that the 
pound js worth not more than 15s. 
as far as internal purchasing pow- 
er is concerned. In reality, how- 
ever, that is not so, The purchas- 
ing power of the paper currencies 
has also risen, though that of the 
gold currencies hag risen still 
more. In the case of the dollar, 
according to Fisher's Index, the in- 
erense of internal purchasing 
power has been from 100 to 151. 


The Swedish Krone. 


What, then, is the value of ‘the 
paper currencies on the basis of 
their internal purchasing power as 
compared with the internal pur- 
chasing power of the dollar? 
simple calculation will show that, 
Tor instance, the Swedish krone 
ought to have been quoted in Janu- 
ary, 1992, nt Kr. 4.17 to tho dollar, 
wherens the actual average dollar 
rate for that month was Kr. 6.22. 
Thus, in American currency, the 
value of the krone ought to have 
been 25 cents, whereas the above- 
mentioned - averaye rate is only 
equivalent to 19.16 cents per krone. 
In the case of English curfency 
the. position: is approximately the 
sume. On the basis of its pur- 
ehnsing power parity the © pound 
ought to have been worth 4.86 
dollars. 

Naturally, these purchasing 
power parities cannot be expected 
to represent exact comparative 
values, which cannot really exist 
at a time of abnormul movements 
of capital and still more abnormal 
restrictions: in international com- 
merce, None the less, these cnl-

SWEDISH ‘HOUSE OF 
NOBLES 


PICTURESQUE MEETING 
SCENE, 


Stockholm, Mar. 30. 

The Swedish House of Nobles, 
the ancient national body of Swed 
ish noblemen, recently hold their 
solemn assembly in the “House of 
Knights,” known as the finest 
specimen of old Stockholm archi- 
The heads of the noble 
familics gathered in the beautiful 
memorial hall, the walls of which 
are covered with the conts of arms 
of the noble fumilics, and opened 
their meeting by paying reverence 
to the oldest and most aristocratic 
of Sweden's families, the Brahes, 
recently extinct by the death of 
the last Count Brahe, which has 
played such a prominent part in 
the history of Sweden.

Swedish House of Lords, — It is

Of course, it is impossible to 
tnke into consideration here new 
factors which may still arise. The 
present position of world 
economy is.so uncertain that it is 
not possible to make precise forc- 
casts with regard to the future. 
Anything may happen while the 
notions refuse to make use of their 
intelligence. At the same time 
there is an overwhelming probabi- 
lity of a change in price moyo- 
ments in the gold countries. The in- 
creage of the supply of clrrency In 
the United States may casily raise 
price levels by 10 per cent., which 
would immediately restore the old 
purchasing power parity between 
the dollar and the European paper 
currencies. : 

Such a development is not with- 
out danger. Above all, restoration 
of the old gold parity of the paper 
currencies might lead to a return 
to the gold standard. That would 
be'a. hasty step, and certainly un- 
fortunate. So long as the stabili- 
ty of gold cannot be relicd upon, 
and so long as there is no assur- 
ance that the world’s gold regerves 
will in future be exploited more 
rationally than hitherto, a return 
to the gold standard, would be 
worse than, a step in the dark; it 
would be a retrogression to nn un- 
worthy dependence on incalculable 
economic influences and political 
factors. : 

As a matter of fact, the paper 
currency countries have already 
won a great victory by proving all 
over the world the possibility of 
deliberately controlling the pur- 
chasing power of paper currency. 
They must. not surrendcr this ad- 
vantage, but, on the contrary, must 
exploit it in favour of the only 
monetary policy that is in the in- 
tercats of the world as., whole— 
that is to any, a monetary policy 
which ensures the greatest mea- 
aure of stability to the general 
commodity price lovel. :

ON THE FUTURE 


COLONY FORTUNATE 


The annual mecting of the Hong- 
kong Chamber of Commerce yes- 
torday was notable for a review 
of trade conditions by the Chair- 
man, the Hon. Mr. W. H, Bell, who 
dealt, inter alin, with the silver 
question, stabilisation - and the 
futuro outlook. , 

The Secretary having read the 
‘notice convening the mecting, the 
Chairman said: : 

Gentlemon, tho report and ac- 
counts of tho Chamber hayp boon 
in your hands for somo days, and I 
“ylao to move their adoption. 

Before touching upon some: of 
the important questions which have 
been considered by your Committco 
during the past year, I am suro you 
would wfsh me to express, on your 
behalf, the regret which we feel nt 
the losses the Hongkong business 
community has sustained by death 
since our Jaat annual meeting. 

Sir Newton Stabb had not resid- 
ed inthe Colony for some years, 
but he wag well-known to most of 
us, and through the London Office 


of the Hongkong and Shanghai 


Bank continued In close touch with 
the Colony, whose interests he 
always had ot heart. He was for 
years a valued member of your 
General Committee. His death fa 


a great loss to the Bank and tof 


hia many friends. 

We have also to deplore the 
untimely deaths of Mr. W. A. 
Hannibal, Mr. S.A. Arthur and Mr. 
M. Manuk, the last-named a victim 
of the present epidemic — of 
meningitis. Mr. Hannibal helped us 
greatly in matters connected with 
export trade; Mr. Ardhur also serv- 
ed us well on the Export Com- 
mittee, and) Mr. Manuk’s special 
knowledge of trade between Aur- 
trajia and Hongkong was willingly 
placed at our disposal. 


World Trade Depressian. 


_A year ago world-wide trade de- 
pression was the topic of most 
speeches from the chair at annual 
meetings of Chambers of Com- 
meree and Banks, and. as you know, 
the downward movement has con- 
tinued without interruption, 
culminating in a state of financial 
depression and chaos which Is 
almost unprecedented. The piling 
up in one or two creditor countries 
of vast hoards of gold, by refusal 
to aceept payment in goods, has 
gravely disorganised international 
trade, One of the results has been 
that Great Britain has been forced 
of the Gold Standard, and this has 
been followed by many other coun- 
tries going off the Gold Standard 
voluntarily. Conditions are still 
too obscure for me to feel justi- 
fied in-risking ‘any prophecy as 
reyards the future. 

It is obvious, however, that the 
burden of debts arising out of the 
European War has become in- 
tolernble and must be adjusted 
speedily if revolution ..and- conse- 
quent ruin is to‘be avoided, It has 
‘still to be seen how long it will be 
before stern necessity compels the 
nations to face their difficulties ina 
spirit of co-operation. 

The Silver Question. 

We in Hongkong are too far re- 
moved from the great centres of 
government to be able to wicdd 
much, if any, influence towards the 
settlement of these urgent interna- 
tional problems, though your Com- 
mittee supported the Britiah Cham- 
ber of Commerce In Shangha!l fn 
requesting the Chinn Association 
to make_representations to the 
British Government in favour of 
international action on the whole 
question of silver, particularly as 
affecting China trade and the 
country’s ability, to meet its 
obligations, 

You will.see from the annual 
report that we have also given con- 
sideration to the recommendations 
of the Hongkong Currency Com- 
mission. Supporters of stabiliza- 
tion of the Hongkong currency {n 
relation to gald had the ground 
cut from under their fect when 
Gre.t Britain left the standard to 
which they desiréd to attach our 
currency. -You will no doubt have 
read the Committee's viows on this 
subject, and I will not take up your 
fime by going into these somewhat 
technical matters in any detnil. 
Our main conclusion, with which I 
feel sure the whole mercantile 
community will be in_ agreement, 
was to'support the Commission's 
view that Hongkong is economically 
part of China and must romain on 
a silver standard so long os China 
docs; that while stabilization would 
facilitate the conduct of certain 
classes of business within tho 
Colony, it would gravely prejudice 
the large import and export trade 
of South China, conducted or 
finnneed through Hongkong, which 
is the shcct-anchor of the Colony’s 
prosperity, and: would therefore 


affect Injuriously mai ; 
branches of business,” teF 


Cause for Satisfaction, 


In 1931, 0 year_of world-wide 
trade dopression, Hongkong im-. 
ports wore valucd at 787 million! 
dollars and exports at 642 million 
doliars. The Statistical’ Depart- 


mont gives an cst{mate that, In res- * 


pect of importa, this represents 4 


{nll of a ttle over 20 per cont. a8 
compared with 1924, and in the 
caso of exports of approeimaialy 
80 percent. This can in the naturo 
of things, bo only a rough calcula- 
tion, but {f it {s anything-like cor- 
rect wo have some cause for satls- 


‘| faction. 


As Hongkong residents return 
from furloughs spent in many 
differont parts of the globe, and 
cach pours forth tho depressing 
story of conditions o8 ho found 
them in the particular country 
visited, one cannot, help entertain- 
ing foclinga’ of thankfulness that 
Hongkong’s peculiar position in 
world economy soems to protect it 
from the worst effects of “the 
economic bifzzard”. As on en- 
trepot at the doorway of South 
China,, and as a place of security 
adjacent to a great country in 
which, unhappily, insecurity Js all 
too prevalent, Hongkong is bound 
to be, even in the worst times, the 
centre of a cortain minimum of 
world trade. To those of ua whose 
interests: arc here, that {gen cause 
for thankfulness. : . 

I must digress for 4 moment to 
tell you that some of my colleagucs 
consider that I am _ rather 
optimistic as regards the position 
of the port of Hongkong. - I would 
emphasize that I am comparing the 
position of Hongkong with that 
of the reat of the world, and merely 
because I say that wo havo not been 
so badly off I do not mcan to imply 
that business has been good—far 
from it. It has been very difficult 
indeed, but it docs not appear to 
have been quite so bad as in other 
places. 

As regards the future, Hongkong 
la equally dependent with the rest 
of the world on‘n prompt adjust- 


ment. of War Debts, to which I have, 


alluded earler in my speech, and 
must feel the results, whether for 
good or fll, of the Economic Con- 
fererice to be held at Lausanno be- 
fore very.long. In the meantime 
euution combined with the strictest 
economy should be exercised by all, 
Including the Government. 


Tracde Statistics, ' 


Last July your Committee —cir- 
cularixed members — requesting 
their co-operation in making 
prompt and accurate declarations of 
imports and exports to the Statis- 
tical Department ‘of the Hongkong 
Government in order that records 
of local trade might be made 
reasonably accurate. This step 
wis taken in consequence of a re- 
port by tho Superintendent of Im- 
ports and Exports that, since the 
re-establishment of the Depart- 
ment, a monthly average of 4,000 
reminders and queries was neces- 
sitnted by incorrect returns, or 
failure to make any returns at all, 
The year 1931 is the first since 
1924 in respect of which complete 
figures are available, and, from 
how onwards, records will be cor- 
-respondingly more valuable, 

Tam glad to learn that the num- 
ber of queries dealt with by the 
Statistical Department has been 
considerably reduced of late, and 
trust that this indication of a gen- 
eral desire to co-operate will be 
maintained, 


Shipping Requirements. 


Work of considerable importance [- 


to Shipping th the Far East haa 
been accomplished in -connexion 
with the Simla Conference, The 
problem was the modification of 
Board of Trade Rules to suit local 
requirements, As stated in the 
Chairman's speech last year, the 
Chamber of Commerce has had the 
invaluable assistance of a Technical 
Committee which examined in 
great detail two voluminous books 
of rules, and proposed a number of 
amendments. Enrly ‘in 1931 the 
Committee sat in almost daily con- 
ference for five hours a day with 
two representatives of the Govern- 
ment Marine Surveyors (Mr. 
Lambert and Mr. Swan), of whose 
helpful collaboration acknowledg- 
ment is certainly due. - 

“Ag a result of this preliminary 
work, and of further conferences 
held in Singapore, the Official and 
Unofficial members of tho Hong- 
kong delegation to the Simla Con- 
ference went there as ‘a. united 
body. Further, they had a close 
understanding with the Straits 
Settlements and F. M. 8. delegates, 
ag well a8 with the representatives 
of the Netherlands East Indies. 
The advantage of this was that the 
Far. Eastern point of view was 
more effectively presented. Al- 
though we did not get all we 
wanted, we helped to seo that tho 
Rules set a fair ond reasonable 
standard for the deck passenger or: 
pilgrim trades with which the Con- 
ference was specially concerned, 
You will permit.mo to repeat the 
thanks already expressed in our 
Report to the Chamber of Com- 
merce delegates, Mr.. F. W. James 
and Mr, A. MacIndoe, and-I am 
sure they will wish me to acknow- 
lIedgo the skill with which the 
Honourable tho Harbour Mastor led 
the Hongkong delegation. 


Revised Rules, 


. Following tho Simla Conference, |" 
the Government Marino’ Survoyors' 


havo prepared, or. aro_ preparing, 
revised rules for local _ shipying. 
The work done in this connoxion’ 
before the Conference hag not by’ 
any means heen wasted. 'Thero is 
reason to believe that’ In Hongkong 
we shall be able vory largely to 
achieve “leglalation by agreement,” 
thanks to the spado work. alrotdy 
put fn..

Your Committoo has asked tho. 
Govornment to reconsidor its polley 
in regard to the Smposition of 
dutics on perfumery and essences.

Piece Goods Dispute. 


Questions now exercising the 
minds of merchants interested in 
pleco goods and sundries wore dis- 
cussed here so recently os not to 
require further detailed reference 
on this occasion. A conferenco has 
alnce taken place with: represonta- 
tives of the Chinese Plece Goods 
Guild, and their criticisms of the 
present standard contract have 
been handed in, Acting - under a 
resolution passed by the Genoral 
Mecting of Importers on 14th. 
April, a special committce has been 
appointed by the.Chamber of Com- 
merce to consider the question of 
revising the Chamber’s Standard 
Form and, if posable, bringing it 
more closely into line swith the 
Manchester and Bradford “China 
Contract.” 

At the same time tho Guild's 
views avill receive careful consl- 
deration, and it is hoped that it 
may be found possible to make the 
Chamber's contract a standard for 
all textiles. ’ 

Messrs. W. Brackenridge, L. J. 
Davies and K. 5. 
gentlemen possessing the necessary 
knowledge and  experience—have 
kindly consented to form the 
Special Committee. We wlsh them 
every success in their difficult tale 
of reconciling divergent views. 


The Language School. 


The number cf students on the 
roll of the Langurga School during 
1931 was 31, which, is fairly satis- 
factory, although 6 smaller num- 
ber than In the previous year. . A 
new text-book, written by the Rev. 
H. R. Wells, was adopted about o 
yenr nyo, and is found to facilitate 
more rapid acquirements of the 
lunguage. This is important, be- 
cause transfers to other ports make 
it difficult for students to “stay the 
course” if it is a long ‘oné. 
fact, our chief difficulty is the with- 
drawal of students, for varlous 
reasons, before they have obtained 
a.certificate of proficiency. - The 
Rev. H. R. Wells, Director of tho 
School, will return in the Autumn, 
and J am sure that under his 
charge a high standard of instruc- 
tion will continue to be maintained. 

It has been suggested that na 
Mandarin Section should be formed 
in connexion with the School, and 
that instruction ih Mandarin 
should form the basis for Can- 
tonese or other dialects. Tho great 
majority of the students attending 
the School are required by their 
firms: for work In- Hongkong, 


~Kwangtung or Kwangai, in ‘which 


districts Cantoneso is the only 
dialect which is, universally used 
by the Chinese business community, 
The Committee takes the view that 
the period’ of tuition would be too 
long if students had first to qualify 
in Mandarin beforo taking up tho 
study of Cantonese. I om afrald 
we should lose the support which 
has been built up with great diffi. 
culty. Further, it ia almost im- 


Possible to obtain qualified teachers 


in Mandarin and students would 
have no opportunity for daily prac- 
tice in the use of the dialect. In 
response to a circular to members, 
only one firm favoured the forma- 
tion of a Mandarin class,-and no 
further steps were taken in the 
matter, ©

DIFFERENCE OF OPINION

Geneva, May 5, 

After a strenuous discussion on 
Britain’s suggestion for the aboli- 
tion of submarines as offensive 
weapons, the Naval Committee of 
the Disarmament Conference has 
come to no decision and the ques- 
tion of “mines” has been tackled. 
Britain favours the abolition of 
contact mines in the open sea, if 
aubmarines are also‘abolished.
